Farmers Mistook Big Balloon for Ad- 
rertising Skip. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 6.—The new 60- 
000 
cubic foot 
balloon, 
south 
St. 
Lobis, which sailed from S t. Louis at 
the same time the centennial races 
got away, was literally riddled with 
shot and forced to descend yesterday 
afternoon in Northern Missouri. The 
pilot, Norris A. Hiemann, and his aid, 
John Bennett, escaped being shot by 
the ballast bags, bung over the aide 
of the il>aaket. The sand kept the shot 
from penetrating the basket. 
•Hermann is not a member of the 
Aero Club, and was disqualified from 
flying in 
the centennial 
races. 
He 
sailed independently, starting at the 
same time the 
ocher 
balloons 
as­ 
cended. He »was forced to land at 
Laredo. (Mo.. 205 miles from St. Louis. 
In the meantime twelve charges of 
shot from almost as many different 
guns had been fired into the balloon. 
-Previous to the flight of the big 
balloons, a dozen small advertising 
balloons were sent lip. each bearing a 
$10 note. Missouri farmers found that 
landing 
bags

Shortly after dusk. Monday, the aero­ 
nauts were startled by the report of 
a gun. and the sound of shot, hitting 
the bag and basket.

Only Four Years Old, »3ut It Is Easily 


the Titan cf Them A ll— New 


Coast Line Is Being 


Created. 


In the island of Savaii, in the Sa* 
moan group, during an August night 
in the year 1905 there arose from the 
m idst of a peaceful cocoa plantation 
a volcano that in four years of its 
still ceaseless activity has sent forth 
m ore m olten lava than has any vol­ 
cano of which there is record. 
T oday this flow of lava, in som e 
places 700 feet in depth, is filling up 
the sea along a frontage of more than 
seven m iles, has destroyed about 50 
villages and as many square m iles of 
what was once the m ost 
productive 
area in all Samoa. 
From Apia, about 
50 m iles away on the island of Upolo, 
it is som etim es possible to read 
at 
night by the glare of the Savaiian vol­ 
cano, whose twin pillars of vapor by 
day become colum ns of red. 
Above the ever seething lake of fire 
w ithin the crater hangs a great crim­ 
son cloud, w hile eight m iles distant 
from the volcanic cone appears a less­ 
er cloud, som etim es divided into many 
colum ns of apparent fire. 
It is but 
the steam arising from the sea, col­ 
ored by the red glow ing lava that 
pours a Niagara of fire over the cliffs 
that the ceaseless torrent of m olten 
rock builds higher and higher every 
day. 
The ocean steam ers touching at 
Apia pass within close hailing dis­ 
tance of this dram atic spectacle. 
Scientists who have seen the m ost 
recent flow' say that every 
minute 
300,000 tons of lava flow over 
the 
low er rim of the crater; and this not 
resem bling in any way the other la­ 
va, but like m olten iron spreads over 
the old field and beyond until at the 
sea there is a Niagara of fire full ten 
m iles in width. 
As this m olten lava 
falls into the ocean, says Harper’s 
W eekly, it turns to a fine black sand 
and sinks, and so a new coast line is 
‘b eing built up in water 300 to 400 
feet deep. 
This m oving m olten lake advances 
at the rate of four m iles an hour. As 
it pours itself into the sea colum ns 
of w ater are raised in steam to incal­ 
culable heights, and this, descending 
in a fine rain of '•vine, destroys vege­ 
tation and corrodes the 
galvanized 
iron roofings of churches and trading 
stations for m iles around. 
As the torrents of 
boiling 
lava 
break against the basalt cliffs or hum­ 
m ocks left by the old flow cliff? are 
m elted by the heat, hum m ocks disin­ 
tegrated and carried forward by the 
flow to be hurled into the sea, where 
they explode like Titanic bombs, and 
this is taking place every 
mom ent 
along an ever widening sea front of 
ten m iles at least. 
For more than a 
m ile out in the ocean the water boils, 
and from the 
crater 
still 
flows 
a 
steady stream of lava greater, it is 
said, than man has ever seen in the 
past issue from any volcano of which 
there is record. 
N ever once since that night four 
years ago, when this volcano 
was 
born in a peaceful valley, has it re­ 
mained for a mom ent quiescent.
